Warnekind,  chief  of  the  Saxons  at  the  north 
of  Elbe ,  was  of  German  extraction.

He  had  a  grandson 
Robert-the-Strong,  A  Saxon  whose  family  for 
many  generations  have  been  brave-!  patriotic 
and  vigorous.  For  his  heroism,  Chas .  the  Bald 
invested  him  with  the  Pucky  of  France  in  861. 
He  was  killed  in  the  battle  at  Hastings  in 
886.  His  sons  were  Eudes  and  Robert.

Fork  P*Q*  Richmond  County,  Va* 

Jolin  Belfield,  b  June  23,  1725  d  August  1805  was  a 
grandson  of  John  Belfield,  an  English  gentleman  of  some 
distinction,  who  lived  in  Devonshire  and  a  son  of  Dr.  Jos. 
Belfield,  the  emigrant  who  came  to  this  country  about 
1632  and  settled  at  Belmont,  Richmond  County,  Va.  on  the 
Rappahannock  River.  And  upon  the  banks  of  the  Rappahannock 
River  are  found  graves  of  the  Belfield  family,  some  dating 
back  some  two  hundred  years* 

I  find  no  record  of  John  Belfield Ts  revolutionary 
service  in  the  Department  of  the  Interior,  proving  there 
was  no  pension  issued  on  account  of  his  service,  but  it  is 
recorded  he  received  a  warrant  for  Bounty  land  in  the 
Western  reservation.  In  Eeitman's  Historical  Register .Page 
82  and  Seffel  Page  501  I  find  the  following  account  of  his 
service  in  the  Revolutionary  War*

In  the  year  of  1795  there  was  great  rejoicing  in 
the  hre  of  Joseph  and  Elisabeth  Fauntleroy.  daughter  had 
co^e  to  bless  their  hor.e.  An  older  sister  had  aied  in 
infancy  so  the  advent  of  a  little  girlaDrought  unalloyed 
joy  to  the  hearts  of  the  household  olid  slaves 

Er-« i i-r  Carter  Eauntleroy  wa s  descended  frow^a 
family  of  no  ~ean  antiquity.  V/hile  of  French  derivation 
the  f^ily  bad  Ions  been  settled  in  ingland.  ih<.  old 
Rauntleroy  estate  "The  Harsh"  is  descnoed  as  pretty, 
large,  low .grotesque  edifice,  built  entirely  o.  s.o  ~.

her  descendants  as  priceless  heritages.  A^ong  other  pieces 
of  silver  is  a  pair  of  sugar  tings,  seven  inches  long,  of 
intricate  workmanship  marked  EJF  1786"  Elizabeth  and  Joseph 
Fauntleroy*  a  wedding  present  of  her  ^other's  given  her  on 
her  wedding  day#  A  large  heavy  soup  ladle  and  a  pair  of 
salt  spoons  of  the  sane  design,  all  narked  TT  F  1811"  •  Her 
wedding  dress  of  white  satin,  narrow  skirt,  with  a  snail 
puff  down  the  front,  short  waist,  puffed  sleeves,  low  neck 
adorned  with  a  real  lace  bertha,  is  still  in  a  good  state  of 
preservation.  Her  slippers  are  hand  ^ade  of  brocaded  satin, 
narrow  leather  soles  and  no  heels.  Her  handkerchief  used  at 
that  ti^e  is  twenty  four  inches  square  with  large  scallops, 
two  inches  deep.  All  these  treasures  are  now  in  the  poss¬ 
ession  of  Mary  Enily  Eauntleroy  of  ITew  Harmony.  Her  earbobs 
were  two  clusters,  a  topaz  surrounded  by  seed  pearls, 
strung  on  horse  hair,  one  cluster  suspended  by  a  snail 
chain  of  gold  below  the  other.  Hot;  ever,  probably  the  nost 
valuable  of  all  her  we dding  presents  was  Mary,  a  slave, 
thirteen  years  old. 

After  her  carriage,  as  the  custon  was  of  that  day 
she  put  on  caps.  She  wore  then  over  her  wealth  of  auburn 
hair  the  renainder  of  her  life.  White  lace  on  Sundays  and 
special  occasions  and  black  during  the  week. 

Attracted  by  the  opportunities  offered  by  the 
Robert  Owen  Connunity,  Joseph  and  Emily  and  children, 
accompanied  by  Enily* s  four  brothers,  William,  Moore, 

Joseph  Murdock,  Lawrence  Butler  and  Robert  Henry,  and  two 
faithful  negroes  (Mary  and  Jacob,  her  husband)  arrived  in. 
ITew  Eamony  in  the  spring  of  1827.  Anticipating  the  poetic 
they  soon  realized  the  pro sai c •  Two  brothers  returned  to 
the  south,  William  Moore  died  in  ITew  Harmony  and  Robert 
renained  and  enoarked  in  business  with  Joseph.  Their 
venture  v/as  uni  crus  to  say  the  least.  With  a  nan  named  Tay¬ 
lor  fron  Kentucky  they  formed  a  partnership,  styled  Taylor , 
Paint leroy  &  Co.  and  from  Robert  Owen,  whose  community . had 
proven  a  failure,  Taylor  Pauntleroy  &  Go.  bought  the  right 
(  for  which  a  deed  was  given)  to  do  all  the  merchandizing 
in  the  town,  including  the  Tavern,  Store,  Tool  Factory, 
Tannery,  Rope  ?/alk.  Cotton  Grin,  Sheeo  Shads  etc.  But^the 
business  was  crippled  by  Taylor  taking  a  fleet  down  the 
river  of  flat  boafs  loaded  with  their  produce  to  New.

The  fimfs  failure  hastened  Joseph's  early  death. 
He  was  a  man  of  high  principles  and  lofty  ideals  and  wns 
often  refered  to  as  the  Chesterfield  of  New  Har-ony.  ^  ily 
found  herself  a  widow  with  nine  children.  All^were  reaiea  i 
in  New  Harmony  but  later  scattered  to  the  winds  of  heaven.

Emily's  brother  Robert,  who  had  been  a  lifelong 
companion  in  the  meantime  had  married  Jane  Dale  Owen, 
a  daughter  of  Robert  Owen,  and  through  association  with 
the  other  scientists  bec^a^e  an  astronomer  and  a  meteorol- 
igist  of  note,  holding  a  government  position  with  head¬ 
quarters  in  the  old  Port  at  New  Harmony,  dhief  of  the 
TJ •  S •  Metereolbgical  stations.  later  he  was  ^ade  Chief  of 
the  southern  Coast  Survey  and  for  his  efficient  service 
for  the  government ,  named  the  Brig  R.E.Fauntleroy  that 
was  furnished  his  successor*  George  Davidson,  when 
promoted  to  the  position  of  Chief  of  the  Western  Coast 
Survey* 

The  family  have  been  devout  Episcopalians  for 
many  generations,  Emily's  name  appearing  first  upon  the 
New  Harmony  St*  Stephen's  church  register  of  co'mmunicant s. 
She  was  much  beloved  in  her  adopted  ho^e  for  her  simplicity 
dignity  and  grace.  She  died  in  1865  and  was  buried  at  Maple 
Hill,  New  Harmony,  Indiana. 
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
